Examiner's Amendment

The above noted amendment has been added in order to correct a typographical error in 
the specification and expedite the process of the application that is in a condition of allowance. 

Remarks 



The applicant have made the selection of group I covered claims 1-24 with traverse 
on October 13, 2005, However, the applicant fails to provide an adequate reason to 
support an improper of the restriction, therefore, withdrawal of the restriction is not 
warranty and nonselective claims 25-42 will be withdrawn from the application 
examination. Due to the application is in condition of allowance, the withdrawn claims 25- 
42 will be canceled via an examiner's amendment 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a decorative lighting system comprising a command controller providing a data 
signal and a clock signal, the data signal including instructions related to a plurality of addresses; 
a flexible cord having a first end and a second end and at least two conductors capable of 
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carrying the data signal, clock signal, and power signal, the first end being electrically connected 
to the command controller; a plurality of illumination devices, wherein each of the first, second, 
and third LEDs emitting light at a different wavelength than either of the other LEDs; and an 
integrated circuit LED driver being electrically interconnected via the at least two conductors to 
the command controller and responsive to the data signal, clock signal, and power signal for 
driving the first, second, and third LEDs, the integrated circuit LED driver comprising: a 
plurality of pulse width modulation registers selectable in combination to drive the first LED, 
second LED, and third LED independent of one another to a blink rate and an intensity to control 
the color produced by the combination of the LEDs; and an electronically programmed address 
circuit for storing an address therein, the integrated circuit LED driver being responsive to the 
data signal upon receiving a corresponding address from the command controller as required in 
claims 1 and 13. 

4. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. Morgan et al. (US Pub. 2004/0160199) discloses controlled lighting methods and 
apparatus. Halter (US Pub. 2004/0245946) discloses spectrally calibratable multi-element RGB 
LED light source. None of cited/recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others 
discloses all limitation required in claim invention.
